“The latest of these splendid vessels are about 230 
feet in length, and, despite their displacement of 300 
tons, draw, nevertheless, only nine feet of water.

‘o most le the statement, that a very |; pro- 
rte of Oy British Navy is rucrsited in London 
will n0 doubt come as @ surprise. They will probabl: 
reply that, to the best of their recollection, they hav 
never seen a naval officer or bluejacket attempting to 
secure a solitary recruit in the London streets; and in 
aueasure they will be right, since, for reasons best 
known to the powers that be, the entire inland recruit- 
ing arrangements of the Royal Navy are vested solely 
in the hands of the Royal Marines. 

These scarlet and blue-coated genie can (dinner- 
time excepted) ly be met with atall hours of the 
day in the no -east corner of Trafalgar Square where 
they annually. secure many hundreds of pronusinig lads 
for the “Queen's Navee.” Owing, no doubt, to their 
scarlet coate, these marine recruiting sergeants are 
neually taken for infantrymen. They may, however, 
readily be distingui ed by their collar badge, which is 
a globe, encircled by a wreath of laurel, with the motto 
“ Per mare per terram,” in token of the cosmopolitan 
sphere of their utility. _ . 

Nowadays, a lad wishing to join the Navy is no longer 
under the painful necessity of “ gon | it” to Ports- 
mouth in the time-honoured, but sadly out-of-date 
fashion, of Marryatt’s heroes, If he resides in London, 
he may take his choice of Trafalgar Square, Tower Hill, 
or H.M.S. President, which lies in the West India 
Docks. Here, if his physique and character are satis- 
factory, and he has written consent of his parents 
to his entry, he can be forthwith entrained at Govern- 
ment expense to one of our three great naval depéts at 
Chatham, Portsmouth, or Devonport, 

Should, however, he be a country lad, he will be 

leased to learn that the ubiquitous Marine Recruiter 

3 stations at Salisbury, Exeter, Birmingham, Cam- 
bridge, Derby, and, in fact, at most other important 
inland towns where the would-be tar can make his 
début asa “recruity.” He can also join at any coast- 
guard tation, or upon any of Her Majesty's ships. 

Asa general rule boys recruited in this manner have 
bad no previous experience of sea life ; nor is itexpected 
of them. Owing, however, to the excellent work done 
by the mercantile training ships scattered round the 
British Isles (such as the Warspite at Woolwich, the 
Exmouth at ys, the Arcthusa at Greenhithe and 
many others too numerous to mention), it has, in addi- 
tion, been found possible to enter from this source a 
large number of well-trained a 

In all there are about a score of these training ships, 
possessing accommodation for about 5,500 boys. Of 
this number about 1,500 are annually passed out into 
the naval and merchant services. The oldest established 
is the Warspite, belonging to the Marine Society, which 
excellent association was incorporated by Act of Parlia- 
ment so far back as 1772. The vessel itself holds some 
300 boys, and since its penn has with its predecessors 
aoe out some 70,000 lads. Of these nearly one half 

ve entered the Royal Navy, where they have proved a 
credit both to their training ship and to the land which 
gave them birth. When it is considered that these 
institutions are entirely voluntary, and that £20 per 
annum is sufficient to train one of these braw laddies,

REAT MEN AND BABIES. 


Marx Twarn Respects Toem; Darwin TIcKLED 
THEIR TOES, 

Ir is usually the greatest men who are attracted 
to infancy, and the wisest of them can learn some- 
thing from the tiniest baby. Lord Tennyson, after the 
birth of his eldest son, remarked to a friend that he had 
oe believed the face of the Infant Saviour in 
Raphael's glorious painting, known as the “Sistine 
Madonna,” to be almost overcharged with expression ; 
but that, gazing on the countenance of his own little 
one, he had discovered his mistake. 

Shelley is not often thought of asa family man, yet 
the picture of the youthful poet with his first-born 
Tanthe, is one that might appeal to the homeliest 
imagination. Its mother having given the little creature 
over to the care of a nurse, the new-made father, with 
something of maternal sympathy, would walk up 
and down the room with it in his arms, chanting it to rest 
with a weird song of his own invention, consisting solel, 
of the oft-repeated word “YAbmani, Yihmani, Yihmani!” 

To Shelley a baby was not only a thing to be lulled. 
and warmed, and fed, but a mysterious stranger, out of 
whom he would fain have wrung some answer to the 
riddle of existence that perpetually haunted him, and to 
which the new-born seems so tantalisingly near. “Pity 
that babies are so close!” he once observed—a sentiment 
in which the babiologist of to-day would have cordially 
agreed with him. 

Darwin was, perhaps, the first to lift the baby on to 
that platform where it has become the cynosure of 
scientific eyes. Though, Darwin being a right fatherly 
man, one muy be sure that the paternal spirit was never 
absent from his investigations. He could not, however, 
resist the temptation of tickling the sole of one of his 
infant’s feet, and when it was only seven days old, that 
he might note the effect. Those pink toea of budding 
babyhood, which, according to Mr. Swinburne, “ might 
tempt an angel’s lips to kiss,” responding to the sac- 
religious experiment by curling about and jerking 
themselves away. 

The sound which to the fondest father is cause at 
times of most unfatherly demonstrations, baby’s 
screams, was once eager] waited for by Edison, that he 
might register them in his newly-invented phonograph, 
the perverse infant, parbape tuking the instrument for 
some delightful toy, untilially refusing to indulge its 

mt's wish. 

“I don’t exactly love it,” drawled Mark Twain, on 
being presented with his first-born, “ but,”—edging 
away from the unconscious bundle of innocence whose 
advent had occasioned such a convulsion in his house- 
hold—“ but I respect it.” 

Coleridge, in a letter to his friend Thomas Poole, 
confesses to a somewhat kindred feeling with regard to 
his firstling, baby peg at his first sight of whom he 
did not feel the thrill and overflowing of affection which 
he had anticipated, but gazed on the little one instead 
with contemplative melancholy. Till, seeing it some 
hours later in its mother’s arms, he was melted to the 
proper mood, and gave it “the kiss of a father.” This 
experience he afterwards transmuted into the sonnet, 
addressed to Charles Lamb, beginning 

Charles; my slow heart was only sad, when first 
J scanned that face of feeble infancy. 

It was Charles Lamb himeelf, it will be remembered, 
the ‘gentle-hearted Charles,” who lavished such a 
wealth of love and care even on the “ Dream Children ”

the Nelsonic era, although the navent of tho wire rope 
has given rise to anentirely different system of carrying 
out these highly necessary accomplishments. The use 
of the lead and he'm, boat pulling and sailing, sail 
making, reefing and furling, mast stepping and rigging, 
are all very much as they were at the begin of the 
century ; but from this point forward youn Jock begins 
to leave his predecessors considerably in the rear. 

Ever since the Victoria disaster, when 80 many poor 
fellows were drowned through sheer inability to swim, 
the Admiralty has insisted upon the thorough inculca- 
tion of the art of natation to every boy Jack. Indeed, 
no boy is allowed hia first atep in rank (i.e., to First-class 
Boy) until he can swim a distance of at least 40 yards 
with his clothes on and 80 yards in astate of nature. 
Tn this way it is hoped that in any future naval disasters 
that may occur the loss of life from drowning may be 
reduced to a minimum. 

‘The rest of his instruction includes “ flag-wagging ” 
(signalling), landing parties, gymnastics, niffe, cutlass, 
and bayonet drill, school. religious knowledge, singing, 
making and mending his own clothes, fire drill, and 
last, but not least, a fair knowledge of the intricate but 
highly interesting ecience of naval gunnery, without 
which—as we so plainly saw in the late Hispano- 
American conflict—nothing. 

The whole of the Naval =— Service is under the 
superintendence of the Inspecting Captain of Boys’ 
Training Ships, whose headquarters are aboard the 
Impregnable at Devonport. It is a tremendously 
responsible office this, for upon its Rroper administration 
must depend the efficiency of the who are to man 
our future fleets. Needless to say, it is only given to 
the most experienced officers, and the smart way in 
which the average young Jack turns out, whether for 
business or for pleasure, is proof enough that the work 
is well done. 

In conclusion, it is interesting to note that the mer. 
chant seaman is no longer the power in our fleet that 
he was in the days of Trafalgar. The great improve- 
ments in warship construction and warlike weapons of 
late years are pacully setting up a gulf between the 
two services which it is impossible to underrate. It is 
true that the machinery of the great passenger liners 
fits their sailors to some extent for man-of-war work. 
But the liners, after all, are in a minority; and the 
cargo vessels, the sailing, coasting, and fishing boats— 
the sailing and handling of which were sufficient train- 
ing for so many of Nelson’s gallant fellows—no longer 

‘ord sufficient training for men who may be drafted 
to anything from a 15, ton battleship (every corner 
of which bristles with clectric, hydraulic or steam gear), 
down to a thirty-three knot “destroyer,” in which a 
hesitation of a couple of seconds when at full ei 
would be amply sufficient to damage her beyond all 
hope of repair. 

Te is for this reason that the British seaman is now 
built up, piece by piece, as it were, from boyhood; and 
judging by the tangible results to be seen in the foc’sle 
of uny of H.M. ships, it certainly does not seem that 
the time is yet ut hand when Neleon shall be only a 
name and our foam-flecked Empire a thing of the 
past.
